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WASHINGTON — J. Edgar Hoover 
celebrated his 74th birthday on New 
Year's Day as he prepared to serve his 
eighth President in the office of FBI 
Director. 

Associates described Mr, Hoover as 
still vigorous after 44 years in the job 
that he began under President Calvin 
Coolidge. Although he is beyond the 
mandatory retirement age of 70, he 
Stayed on at the request of President 
Johnson—and has been asked to remain 
by President-elect Nixon, 

Mr. Hoover shuns personal interviews, 
But he took a look ut the coming year 
in the January issue of the FBI's "Bul- 
letin.” And he also issued a sharp warns 
ing that the “New Left” threatens in- 
creased terroristic tactics aimed at des- 
tructiow of the U. S. Government. 

“As we look to the future,” he wrote, 
“we must bring the matter of crime and 
the criminal back into balance with 
the safety and welfare of the public. 

“Those who abide by the law should 
have protection equal to that of those 
who break the law. In 1969, let us re- 
solve to have fuir but vigorous law en- 
forcement, prompt.and decisive prose-
